Sir Questions having arisen at various times with the Btatos 
of Honduras and Nicarague concerning the extent of the maritimo 
boundary of the Kingdom of Mosquito, the vas of Her Britannio 
Majesty, after carefully examifiing the several documents and his 
torical reoorás whioh exist on the subjeot, is 1f the opinion that 
the right of the Xing of Mosquito should be aúimininód as extend ing 
£rom the Cape of Honduras to the Mouth of the San Juan River; aná 
therefore, 1 em instructod to advise the Supreme Governmmente of the 
States of Honduris and Bicarugus, as 1 now have the honor to do, 
thot the dovernment of Her Britannic Majesty considers that the Xing 


of Mosquito has claim to this extent of coast without prejudios to 


the right wnioh said King may have to any territory to the Bouth 
of tho San Juan River; and that the Government of Her Dritannio 
Majesty cannot view with indifferenoe any attempt to usurp the 
territorial rigate of the King of Mosquito, who is under the pro- 
teotion of the British Orown.
